Democrats’ report 
says president is 
hindering response

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump and con- 
gressional Democrats escalat- 
ed their battle over the Russia 
investigations Wednesday, as 
the president attacked Sen. 
Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif., for 
releasing a sensitive transcript 
and demanded that Republi- 
cans “finally take control” of 
the probes. 

Senate Democrats released 
an extensive report on Rus- 
sia’s interference in the 2016 
presidential election, saying 
that it fit into a nearly two- 
decade pattern of meddling 
with governments around the 
world. They charged that the 
U.S. response to Russia’s bra- 
zen attack has been hindered 
by Trump. 

The report is one of the 
most expansive to date on 
foreign interference by Russia 
and President Vladimir Pu- 
tin. It tracks Russian efforts 
in 19 countries, chronicling 
misinformation campaigns, 
the funding of far-right politi- 
cal causes and the manipula- 
tion of energy supplies long

The report on Russia’s inter- 
ference in the 2016 presiden- 
tial election offered more 
than 30 recommendations to 
safeguard the United States’ 
electoral process, including: 


WORK with allies, primarily in 
Europe, to establish standards 
to address such threats.

CALL an international summit 
centered on such threats.

Dallas trying to restart sales 
of seized land with reforms 


It suspended program 
last year after News 
discovered abuses

Dallas is dotted with 
empty lots in need of rede- 
velopment — land seized by 
City Hall for back taxes that 
only hurts neighborhoods by 
standing empty. 

But a program created to 


put that land back into use 
was suspended after a Dal- 
las Morning News investi- 
gation revealed that the city 
had sold dozens of lots to a 
Mexican entrepreneur with 
a theft conviction and ques- 
tionable sources of funding. 
The man, Jose Santos Coria, 
had transferred some homes 
intended for low-income 
families to relatives who al- 
ready owned houses. 

Now, some nine months 
after the program was sus- 
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pended, it may be on the 
verge of coming back, freeing 
up inexpensive properties for 
redevelopment, often in the 
city’s poorest neighborhoods. 

But if and when it does 
come back, it will be with tight- 
er regulations on how property 
is sold and developed. 

City Council members 
reviewed the changes to 
the land bank program 
in the fall and signaled no
